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Navy Plans Priority 
List for Legislation

wits a legislative program that em- 
braces more than three-score mea- 
sures, more than half of which are 
classified as “essential,” the Navy De- 
partment is arranging the “priority” 
of the proposed legislation to be sub- 
mitted to Congress. 

Having the building program calling 
for first consideration and with little 
prospect of getting action on any great 
number of naval projects, the decision 
on priority this year assumes unusual 
importance. 

Of paramount interest is the legis- 
lation on pay and promotion and in all 
probability it will take first place in 
the department’s recommendation. In 
the event that no prospects for any ac- 
tion in the near future develops on a 
joint services pay-personunel bill, the 
department will probably urge consid- 
eration of the bachelor officers’ pay 
bill, H. R. 2749 as a means of wiping 
out some of the existing inequalities. 

Though no public works bill will be 
pressed next session, many items on the 
Department’s shore construction pro- 
gram are included in the list it has pre- 
pared for inclusion in the Hoover emer- 
gency unemployment relief situation. 
Some of the major projects, particular- 
ly in Hawaii, will go by the board for 
the present, being replaced by others 
that will help local conditions in the 
United States. 

Another measure that is sure to get 
action is the authorization of altera- 
tions and repairs to the New Mexico, 
Mississippi and Idaho, for which Con- 
gress is taking the initiative. 

Among the other measures con- 
sidered esential are: The bills provid- 
ing for regulating the distribution and 
promotion of commissioned officers of 
the line of the Navy and of the Ma- 
rine Corps, the bill permitting retired 
officers to accept employment from 
persons or companies furnishing sup- 
plies to the Government, the proposed 
bill to prohibit the making of photo- 
graphs, sketches or maps of vital mili- 
tary and naval defense installations 
and equipments, the proposals to give 
the Secretary authority to accept the 
Sunnyvale site, and another the Camp 
Kearney site, for the proposed naval 
air base on the West Coast. 





Navy Building Program 


60 FAR as the Navy Department is 
concerned the building program is 
completed and ready to go under White 
House and budget scrutiny. 

No effort will be made at this ses- 
sion to launch a program covering a 
period of years, as was done in 1916, 
but authorization and appropriations 
will be sought for new construction 
during the next fiscal year. 

In effect this will constitute the first 
year’s quota of one of the proposed 
programs designed to build up to treaty 
Strength, though no official recommen- 
dations will be made for succeeding 
years under the present plan which is 
still to be endorsed by the President. 

The General Board has worked out 
complete building programs to cover 
various periods of years that provide 
for all the new ships permitted under 
the London agreement and the replace- 
ment of ships in commission as they be- 
come obsolete. Out of the program the 
department has decided upon the num- 
bers and types most essential and pre- 
pared a one year program, which in- 
volves an outlay of approximately a 
hundred million dollars.

Gen. MacArthur Takes Leadership 





ACTIVE leadership of the military 

activities of the Army changed this 
week from Gen. Charles P. Summerall 
to Gen. Douglas MacArthur. 

Simplicity and lack of ceremony 

marked both the departure of the re- 
tiring Chief of Staff and the installa- 
tion of his successor. 
* Gen. MacArthur arrived in Wash- 
ington Nov. 15. He stopped with his 
mother, the widow of Lt. Gen. Arthur 
MacArthur, and his sister-in-law, the 
widow of Capt. Arthur MacArthur, 
USN, at 1854 Kalorama road northwest. 
The official residence of the Chief of 
Staff at Ft. Myer is being renovated 
and will be occupied by Gen. MacAr- 
thur and his mother in about three 
weeks. 

Throughout the week Gen. Mac- 
Arthur was busily engaged with con- 
ferences at the War Department, where 
he was going over the problems with 
which he will be confronted upon as- 
suming his new duties. 

The oath of office was administered 
to the new Chief of Staff Nov. 21, by 
Maj. Gen. Edward A. Kreger, the 
Judge Advocate of the Army. 

Gen. and Mrs. Summerall left Wash- 
ington Nov. 20 for the General’s home 
in Eustis, Fla. He was under orders 
to proceed to his home and await re- 
tirement. His last week in office saw 





groups of officers from the various 
arms and services in Washington call- 
ing upon him in his office. To each 


the General recalled incidents and per- 
sonalities at the various. stations 
where they had served together. 

Both of Gen. Summerall’s aides 
passed to new assignments. Capt. 
George J. Forster, Inf., was assigned 
to the 29th Infantry at Ft. Benning, 
Ga., while 1st Lt. Hugh B. Waddell, 
Cav., was transferred to duty in the 
office of the Chief of Cavalary. 

Gen. MacArthur will have as his 
aides Maj. John J. Reddy, MC, who was 
department surgeon on duty at head- 
quarters in Manila, and Capt. Thomas 
J. Davis, Inf., who was aide-de-camp 
to Gen. MacArthur in the Philippines. 
Capt. Davis already is with the Gen- 
eral in Washington and Maj. Reddy is 
expected within a few days. 

The following statement was issued 
by the Secretary of War upon the re- 
linquishment of office by Gen. Sum- 
merall: 

“Gen. Charles P. Summerall leaves 
the office of Chief of Staff today after 
having served a full four years’ term 
in that office. Throughout his military 
career Gen. Summerall has demon- 
strated his splendid professional attain- 
ments. He is an outstanding technician 
and tactician, a great executive and a 
brilliant combat leader. 

“As Chief of Staff he has handled the 
problems of the Army constructively. 
The present high state of efficiency of

Pay Influences Physical 
Fitness, Gen. Ireland Says 


M*. GEN. MERRITTE W. IRE- 

LAND, Surgeon General of the 
Army, in his annual report to the Sec- 
retary of War, made public this week, 
indorses “most heartily” the movement 
to revise upward the service pay. 

“My many years of service as a med- 
ical officer of the Army,” Gen. Ireland 
declared at the conclusion of his letter 
of transmission, “have convinced me 
that contentment plays a leading role 
in the maintenance of morale and that 
a high grade of morale-is an equally 
vital factor in the promotion and pres- 
ervation of mental and physical fit- 
ness. In’*my opinion nothing can be 
more destructive of morale than the 
discontent prompted by inadequate 
pay. Therefore, as a final gesture, I 
feel it to be my duty, as the retiring 
chief of the branch responsible for 
maintaining the health of the Army, 
favorable to endorse, most heartily, 
the current movement for upward re- 
vision of the pay schedule of all mili- 
tary personnel, especially of those oc- 
cupying the junior grades.” 

At another point in his report, when 
speaking of personnel matters within 
the corps, Gen. Ireland said, “A number 
of resignations from officers in the Med- 
ical Corps of all ranks must be ex- 
pected each year until a sufficient in- 
crease in the pay of officers of the 
Army is provided to place them on the 
same scale of financial reimbursement 
as physicians in civil life enjoy at the 
present time.”

Personnel Situation 
At the close of the fiscal year 1930 
there were 45 vacancies in the Medical 
Corps as compared with 67 at the 
close of the previous year. These va- 
cancies will be filled shortly after July 
1 by commissioning internes now on 
duty as reserve officers in general hos- 
pitals, thus making the Medical Corps 
completely staffed for the first time 
since 1922. Bringing the corps to its 
full strength is a matter of gratifica- 
tion to this office and the present out- 
look is that it will be possible to keep 
the corps practically complete in the

See Danger in Geneva 
Army Budget Scheme

A SITUATION highly dangerous to 
the United States has developed 
at Geneva. A Franco-British pro- 
posal has been made to limit arma- 
ments by the appropriations made an- 
nually for the maintenance of armies 
and navies. Only the United States 
and Spain have refused to accept this 
method. of limiting armaments. 

This refusal of the United States 
offered an opportunity which foreign 
diplomats were quick to seize. Ven- 
erable Lord Cecil stated that, as the 
United States refused to limit its na- 
val budgets, Great Britain would be 
compelled to do likewise. Mr. Sato 
said the same for Japan. Great 
Britain and Japan, so they say, would 
like financial limitations. But unfor- 
tunately they are prevented from en- 
joying this advantage because of the 
obstinate refusal of the United States. 

Charges Renewed Competitions 

The Geneva correspondent of the 
New York Times, in his reflection of 
British opinion, goes much farther. 
He charges, in effect, that the United 
States is starting a new form of naval 
competition. The London Treaty 
definitely limited the quantity of naval 
tonnage. Now we, with Machiavellian 
astuteness, are commencing a new com- 
petition in the quality of naval ton- 
nage. If there is a failure to agree 
on budgetary limitations, “none here 
doubts much of the economy hoped for 
in the London Treaty will not be re- 
alized, and the evils attending such 
quality in competition wiil equal those 
attending the previous quantity com- 
petition.” Thus Mr. Clarence K. Streit 
endeavors to convince Americans that 
their government is blocking progress 
in limitation of armaments by its re- 
fusal to accept a foreign proposal. 
Such being the case, it is proper to ask: 
What will be the effects of this pro- 
posal upon our national defenses? 
Here is our interpretation. 

At the London Conference, as is well 
known, we made many concessions. 
They were, so we thought, sufficient 
to have satisfied the other naval pow- 
ers. Such apparently is not the case. 
For it now looks as if we are being 
placed between the Scylia of ap- 
parently blocking the progress of the 
limitation of armaments movement or 
the Charybdis of accepting a method

Pay Data Awaits Committee 


ITH the report of the Inter-depart-

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Press Praises Academies for Agreeing to Play Game for Unemployed 





PRAISE of the Military and Naval Academies is contained in practically 
every editorial commenting on their agreement to play a post-season foot- 
ball game for relief of the unemployed. Both the officials of the Academies and 
the cadets and midshipmen are lauded for doing what so many universities 
in the country have refused to do. Hope is expressed for the resumption of 
annual football games by many of the papers, though a few are pessimistic. 


“TY agreeing to play a game for the benefit of the unemployed so late in the 

year as December 13, after a full season of football, the Military and Naval 
“Academies display a commendable spirit of charity and good will,” comments 
the New York Times (Independent Democratic). “Class standing is of the 
greatest importance at West Point and Annapolis. Not so much time can be 
devoted to study by members of the football squads on the eve of the examina- 
tions this year. It is plain that sacrifices will have to be made * * * the 
standards are high, and cadets and midshipmen may have to work harder than 
usual. This should be remembered by the people of New York and everything 
ought to be done to make the special contest between the Army and Navy a 
brilliant success. 


“Later, in the afterglow of a hard fought contest in which each team has 
done its best, negotiations for resumption of the old friendly relations may be 
taken up with a fair prospect of success. For the present it is gratifying to 
know that, almost in the tide of the Christmas season, good will is to take the 
place of contention over the athletic policies of the two academies.” 


“RUT no progress whatsoever, so far as has been disclosed, has been made 
toward healing the breach opened three years ago by a dispute over the 

eligibility rules,” states the Philadelphia Public Ledger (Republican). “These 

rules will be waived for the one contest only, leaving the issue unchanged. * * *

(Continued from First Page) 
obtaining the result was the policy of 
the Medical Department in declining to 
accept resignations of young officers 
until they had served a sufficient length 
of time to make a suitable return to the 
Government for the outlay given them 
in instruction and training in general 
hospitals and in the medical service 
schools. At the present time all re- 
cent graduates are required to certify 
that if their service is satisfactory they 
will accept commissions in the Medical 
Corps and remain for a period of at 
least three years. 

Notwithstanding these facts, a num- 
ber of resignations from officers in the 
Medical Corps of all ranks must be ex- 
pected each year until a sufficient in- 
crease in the pay of officers of the 
Army is provided to place them on the 
same scale of financial reimbursement 
as physicians in civil life enjoy at the 
present. time. 

Although the Medical Department is 
now practically up to its authorized 
strength, the number of officers is en- 
tirely too small to enable this office 
to provide the necessary personnel re- 
quired in the various medical activities 
of the Army. For this reason the num- 
ber of officers on duty with the civil- 
ian components of the Army has been 
reduced to the minimum and proper ad- 
vantage can not be taken of the pro- 
vision for providing special training in 
civil institutions and in the advanced 
courses at the medical service schools. 
Legislative action providing for an in- 
crease in the number of officers in all 
branches of the Medical Department has 
frequently been recommended by this 
office, and until such action is accom- 
plished the Medical Department must 
necessarily work under a severe handi- 
cap. 

Health Satisfactory 

The general health of the Army dur- 
ing the year, as reflected by the mor- 
bidity and mortality statistics sub- 
mitted in this report, has been quite 
satisfactory. The admission rate per 
1,000 from diseases dec from 
586.53 for 1928 to 526.43 in 1929, a de- 
cline of 60.10 per 1,000. With the ex- 
ception of the rates only two other 
years, 1922 and 1925, the one for 1929 
was the lowest ever recorded for the 
Army. While there has been a slight 
decrease in the rate from nearly all 
classes of disease, the respiratory group, 
including influenze, was responsible for 
the greatet decline, just as it was the 
most important cause of the increase 
in 1928. The rate from this group was 
199.63, as compared with 255.89 in 1928, 
a reduction for the year of 56.26 per 
1,000. Influenza alone declined 37.74 
admissions per 1,000. 

Recommendations 

Circumstances which I have been un- 
able to control have forced me to pass 
along for the consideration of my suc- 
cessor certain outstanding and import- 
ant items of unfinished business. 

To meet the routine peace-time re- 
quirement more Medical Department 
personnel are needed. My detailed 
views on that subject, in the form of 
py remedial legislation, are al- 
ready a matter of official record.

Program Discussed 

A definite program was discussed 
and agreed upon. It included not only 
what each of the associations repre- 
sented considered necessary for their 
own branches of National Defense, but 
also for the Army and Navy as a 
whole. 

The council is in no way a super 
association imposed on top of the other 
societies, nor is it an attempt to fed- 
erate them. It is solely a liaison body 
for the purpose of discussing the needs 
of Military National Defense, agree- 
ing upon a common program and secur- 
ing united support from the different 
associations represented. 

The following statement was is- 
sued: “A careful summing up of the 
facts having to do with our Military 
National Defense for a period embrac- 
ing the past ten years shows the time 
has now arrived when common sense 
and not emotionalism should be the 
basis of action.” 

“Persistent propaganda has led to a 
widespread belief that we are armed 
for aggression or if not would be if 
the supporters of Military National 
Defense could carry out their program. 
Sporadic attempts have been made 
from time to time to show that such 
military program as was being worked 
on was insufficient to provide even 
fairly adequate defense until nearly a 
year after the outbreak of war. 


Facts Unknown 

“However, nation-wide appeal to 
emotionalism too often coupled with 
misrepresentation of easily available 
facts have resulted in the true state of 
our extremely moderate and in many 
directions extremely inadequate armed 
defense being unknown to the nation at 
large. 

“There is considerable evidence that 
under the guise of preventing aggres- 
sive armament and securing nothing 
more than adequate national defense 
the nation is on the road to disarma- 
ment. 

“As civilians and taxpayers the 
members of the council and _ those 
whom they represent naturally desire 
the uimost economy in government ex- 
penditures. 

“They feel, however, that economy 
carried to the point where inefficiency 
is inevitable, is not economy, but waste. 

“They ask and believe in the same 
efficiency based on common sense in 
National Defense as the American 
business man applies to his own af- 
fairs. Emotionalism has no place in 
this matter of vital importance to our 
security.”

(Continued from First Page) 
mit this modified program and that 
immediate consideration will be begun 
by the naval committees with the pros- 
pect that it will reach the floor in time 
for action before the close of the ses- 
sion. There is ‘a possibility that, if 
urged by the President, it may get 
speedy consideration on the ground that 
it fits into plans for relief of unem- 
ployment. 

Various reasons are assigned for the 
decision to ask for one year’s construc- 
tion instead of seeking authorization 
for a complete program over a period 
of years as originally planned. The 
financial depression, international situ- 
ation, the shortness of the next session 
and even the department’s desire to 
“try out” some of the new types are all 
mentioned. 


Political considerations may aiso fig- 
ure, the fear being expressed that pro- 
longed debate over as extensive a build- 
ing plan as is required would militate 
against immediate appropriations for 
the new ships so badly needed. 


Specific numbers and types to be 
sought will depend on presidential ap- 
proval of the present plan. It is safe 
to assume, however, that one new air- 
craft carrier, half a dozen destroyers 
of an advanced type and including at 
least one destroyer leader, at least one 
cruiser with a landing deck for experi- 
mental purposes, and one or more six 
inch gun cruisers. In addition the ap- 
tg ers for modernization of the 

st three battleships of about $30,- 
000,000 will head the Ist. Naval lead- 
ers in both House and Senate have an- 
nounced their intention of pushing this 
as of major importance.

Infantry Report 
OLLOWING are official extracts 
from the annual report of the Chief 
of Infantry, Maj. Gen. Stephen O. Fu- 
qua, to the Secretary of War, for the 
fiscal year ended June 30, 1930, as made 
public by the War Department: 
I—INFANTRY WEAPONS AND 
ORGANIZATION 
a. Semi-automatic Shoulder Rifles.— 
An extensive test of semi-automatic 


‘shoulder rifles of reduced caliber is in 


progress before a board of officers ap- 
pointed by the War Department. Two 
rifles of domestic manufacture are out- 
standing in performance. 

Experimentation to develop a caliber 
.30 semi-automatic rifle within the 
weight limit of the present service rifle 
is in progress. There is promise of 
success. Caliber .30 is almost essential, 
due to interchangeability of standard 
ammunition and war reserves of arms 
and ammunition. A change of caliber 
will be made only as a necessity. 

b. Caliber .50 Machine Gun and 
Mount.—(1) The Infantry is investi- 
gating the utility of the air-cooled cal- 
iber .50 machine-gun. The advantages 
of an automatic gun as an additional 
anti-tank weapon warrant continued re- 
search. Advantages might accrue from 
the caliber .50 machine-gun if it can 
be used in the dual capacity of an 
anti-tank and anti-aircraft weapon. 

(2) The development of a mobile 
mount for the caliber .50 machine-gun, 
to adapt it for Infantry use, is in 
progress. 

c. 37-mm Gun.—(1) Modifications 
have been made on the 37-mm gun 
mount, providing a flexible traverse of 
67 degrees for the gun, to adapt it 
better for combatting fast tanks. The 
modifications have been completed and 
the gun is now undergoing test at Aber- 
deen Proving Ground. Later it will be 
shipped to the Infantry Board for test. 
Modifications of the mount to incor- 
porate anti-aircraft features are being 
studied. 

(2) Limited tests’ of 37-mm armour 
piercing projectiles indicate that, at 
700 yards, tanks armored with .65” ar- 
mor plate, can be disabled by a single 
hit; that approximately 37 per cent of 
the hits obtained will be disabling; and 
that approximately 50 per cent of the 
hits will be disabling if high explosive 
shell is used. 

d. 75-mm Mortar.—The 75-mm 
smooth bore mortar was designed to 
replace the 3” trench mortar (Stokes 
type), and the 75-mm rifled Infantry 
mortar. Limited experiments with 
this improved smooth bore mortar, fir- 
ing a vaned projectile, resulted favor- 
ably. Excellent shot groups were ob- 
tained at ranges from 300 to 2,000 
yards. The excessive drift, character- 
istic at certain ranges when firing the 
75-mm rifled mortar, was eliminated. 
The rifled mortar minimum range of 
600 yards was reduced to 300 yards by 
the use of the improved ‘smooth bore 
mortar. 

e. Tactical Research.—The prelimi- 
nary studies and tests in preparing in- 
structions for Infantry offensive action 
against hostile aircraft have been com- 
pleted. The two important policies 
adopted by this- office to stimulate prog- 
offense and defense 
against hostile aircraft are: the utiliza- 
tion of all Infantry weapons from the 
pistols to the 75-mm mortar against 
aircraft; and the constant study by the 
Infantry of positive and negative meas- 
ures—offense and defense—against air- 
craft. 

f. Reorganization of Divisional In 
fantry.—Infantry reorganization tests 
were conducted by the Infantry Board 
during the past year. The 29th Infan- 
try constituted the test troops. The 
mission was to secure maximum fire 
power consistent with other factors, 
such as maneuverability, mobility, flexi- 
bility, and control. The studies were 
based upon the employment of the pres- 
ent standard equipment, using more 
extensively, automatic and semi-auto- 
matic weapons. Tables of organiza- 
tion accompanied by recommendations 
from the Chief of Infantry for the re- 
organization of the Infantry units of 
the division were submitted to the Ad- 
jutant General, Apr. 29, 1930, and were 
approved tentatively May 13, 1930. In- 
structions were issued by the Adju- 
tant General to reorganize the 29th 
Infantry in accordance with a plan 
submitted by the Chief of Infantry. 
Subsequent instructions from the Ad- 
jutant General authorized such further 
tests as may be required to determine 
any changes that should be made in 
the present tentatively approved or- 
ganization. 

g. Cooperation between the Infantry 
and the other arms and nches.—The 
desired contact between the office of 
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the Chief of Infantry and the offices of 
the chiefs of other arms and branches 
has resulted in a thorough and sympa- 
thetic understanding. 

The participation of Air Corps per- 
sonnel in anti-aircraft training of In- 


fantry has increased greatly to mutual 
advantage during the last year. A fur- 
ther development in anti-aircraft work 
has been the detail by the War Depart- 
ment of an Infantry-Air Corps-Ord- 
nance Board to investigate vulnerability 
of airplanes and the effect of airplane 
Weapons upon Infantry formations. 
Valuable data should result from re- 
search by this board. 

The interchange of Air Corps. and 
Infantry officers has made a most fav- 
orable impression as far as the Infan- 
try is concerned. Excellent liaison 
work has been accomplished by having 
two Infantry officers as Infantry in- 
structors at Langley Field. 
II—VISITS OF OBSERVATION BY 

THE INFANTRY 

The Chief of Infantry feels that he 
is fortunate to have been able to visit 
practically all the Infantry garrisons 
in the United States. The remaining 
visits will be accomplished in the fu- 
ture. 


Visits included demonstrations at Ft. 
Benning, Ft. Eustis, Ft. Meade, Infan- 
try activities at the Signal School, Ab- 
erdeen Proving Ground, Chemical War- 
fare Service School, as well as the ob- 
servation of Infantry troops in their 
normal routine of training and admin- 
istration at their respective stations. 

The progressive improvement in mor- 
ale, training, neatness, bearing, and 
general appearance is outstanding, ir- 
respective of the facts that units were 
depleted in strength, assisted in the 
training of civilian components, and 
functioned within limited appropria- 
tions. All assigned tasks were accom- 
plished successfully. The present high 
standard of troop care, messing and 
housing, excels all former similar con- 
ditions. 

Cooperation with the National Guard. 
Closer affiliation with Infantry train-. 
ing in the National Guard has been ef- 
fected by the development of a closer 
relationship between the training sec- 
tion- of the office of the Chief of In- 
fantry and the Chief of the Militia Bu- 
reau. Conferences on matters of In- 
fantry training have been of mutual 
benefit 
III—MARKSMANSHIP AND COM- 

BAT TRAINING 

Rifle—The Infantry continues to 
maintain and improve its high stand- 
ard of excellence with the rifle. Train- 
ing in the use of this important weapon 
is being coordinated throughout: the 
service to such an extent that the stand- 
ard of all organizations is uniformly 
high. 

Increasing care and study is being 
devoted to perfecting the individual sol- 
dier in all phases of the preparatory

when possible, before regular target 
practice. 

Machine-gun and Howitzer Weapons. 
Training in the use of the machine-gun 
and howitzer weapons continues to im- 
prove throughout the Infantry. Studies 
made during the past year have resulted 
in changing the qualification require- 
ments. A special qualification course in 
howitzer weapons has been provided 
for the National Guard. 

Tank Marksmanship.— Tests of 
new Tank Marksmanship regulations 
developed the fact that qualification 
requirements were too low. Studies 
by this office and the Tank Board have 
resulted in increased qualification _re- 
quirements. Continued improvement 1 
being made by all tank organizations in 
the use of tank weapons. 

Combat Training—Combat training 
has undergone complete revision at the 
Infantry School. The results of these 
studies will be included in this training. 
A re-distribution of machine-gun 
marksmanship ammunition allowance 
provides additional ammunition for ma- 
chine-guh combat firing. This should 
improve the efficiency of machine-gun 
units. Types of targets have been 
studied so as to approximate battle- 
field conditions, in order to develop 
greater initiative and leadership in fire 
direction. 


IV—COMPETITIONS 

Encouragement is given by this office 
to all forms of competitions, particu- 
larly those in which Infantry weapons 
are used. This has resulted in a large 
number of small bore competitions be- 
tween teams of various Infantry organ- 
zations, National Guard and civilian 
shooting clubs. Great enthusiasm has 
been manifested in such competitions.

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Signal Corps Report 
FOLLowInc is the annual report of 
the Chief Signal Officer, Maj. Gen. 
George S. Gibbs, to the Secretary of 
War, for the fiscal year ended June 30, 
1930, as made public by the War De- 
partment in extract form: 


Mission of the Signal Corps.—The 
Signal Corps is a separate arm having 
the general function of furnishing com- 
munication service to the Army. As 
a combatant arm, its field organizations 
install, maintain and operate all signal 
communications at division and higher 
headquarters. As an operating service 
the Signal Corps installs, maintains and 
operates all permanent communication 
systems of the Army, except fire con- 
trol systems at harbor defenses, which 
latter are inspected and supplied by the 
Signal Corps. As a supply branch the 
Signal Corps develops, procures, stores 
and issues signal communication equp- 
ment and supples to the whole Army. 
The Signal Corps is also charged with 
the general photography of the Army, 
the meteorological service, and function 
of compiling and solving codes and 
ciphers. 


The art, science and industry of elec- 
trical communications are, at this pe- 
riod, in a feverish state of development 
and progress. This condition covers 
the entire world, and there is scarcely 
any business or activity of mankind 
that is not affected by it. The demands 
are daily growing by leaps and bounds. 
In the midst of this state of affairs the 
Signal Corps finds itself with steadily 
increasing demands, upon it, but also 
with limited personhel and with insist- 
ent demands to effect economy in ex- 
penditure of money. 

It is a utility engaged in furnishing 
a service that is required by the mili- 
tary establishment to facilitate all other 
activities. In most respects it has been 
supported with reasonable liberality by 
all of the agencies upon whom it de- 
pends for funds. Its most crying need 
is for shelter to house the Army Signal 
School, and the consolidated Signal 
Corps Laboratories at Ft. Monmouth. 
These institutions are both still in war- 
built, temporary, wooden buildings. 
They house over a million dollars worth 
of valuable equipment. The loss of 
that equipment by fire would constitute 
a major disaster. 

Outstanding Accomplishments of the 
Year.—Business handled and results ac- 
complished by the Army Radio Net con- 
tinued to increase by leaps and bounds. 
The equivalent value of business hand- 
led (all for the Government and its 
various departments) increased over 50 
per cent during the year and to a to- 
tal in excess of $550,000. This was ac- 
companied by a total overhead and op- 
erating expenditure (including even pay 
and allowances of enlisted men, who 
received most valuable military com- 
munications training) of less than 
$425,000, and much greater efficiency 
and expedition in handling message 
traffic. Of this latter sum only approxi- 
mately $95,000 is chargeable directly 
to the operation of this activity. A 
very material net profit is thus indicat- 
ed in addition to the intangible but very 
= value of the net for training and

can Red Cross; and is in readiness to 
serve that organization at any time in 
cases of disaster or impending disaster. 

The operators in the Army Amateur 
Radio System are being trained in the 
procedure and conventional signals 
used by the Signal Corps stations of 
the Army. Every Monday night from 
September to June the entire System 
is mobilized, the various nets function- 
ing according to a master scehdule. The 
system has grown during the past year 
from a total of 115 to a total of 820 
active stations. 

Although occurring after the close of 
the fiscal year for which this annual 
report is submitted, it is believed ap- 
propriate to record a test mobilization 
of the Army Amateur Radio System of 
the 4th Corps Area recently when San- 
to Domingo was struck by hurricane 
and it appeared likely that the storm 
would strike the Gulf States and the 
Atlantic seaboard. Certain strategi- 
cally located amateur stations of the 
4th Corps Area stood by for emergency 
operation, and although the storm was 
dissipated before reaching the United 
States, the watch was kept and consid- 
erable valuable information regarding 
the progress of the storm was furn- 
ished by various Army Amateur sta- 
tions, among whom some were in 
touch with amateur station CM2XD 
at Havana, Cuba. It is apparent 
that the Army Amateur Radio Sys- 
tem is a very real and appreciable 
addition to the communication systems 
that are of such vital importance in 
an emergency. 

The building at the Signal School, 
Ft. Monmouth, N. J., progressed most 
satisfactorily during the year, consider- 
ing the amount of funds available for 
that purpose. That Signal Corps Post 
and the Signal School are in excellent 
shape. The bulk of the commissioned 
and enlisted personnel stationed there 
are now in process of being adequately 
housed in permanent quarters and there 
remains only to provide for the re- 
mainder and for the following vitall 
needed construction: (a) A Signal 
School building—estimated cost—$650,- 
000; (b) A Signal Corps Laboratories 
building—estimated cost—$260,000 
On account of the lower quality of work

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Essentials of Training 
Omaha, Neb.—The need for training 
in the military essentials first is em- 
phasized by Maj. Gen. Johnson Ha- 
good, Corps Area Commander, in a 
training bulletin issued from the head- 
quarters, Seventh Corps Area. 


The principles outlined by Gen. Ha- 
good are set forth in the following 
paragraphs: 

a. (1) To March, to Shoot, and to 
Obey are the fundamental requirements 
of a soldier. 

Marching may be extended to include 
all forms of locomotion, from crawling 
on the stomach to flying in the air. 

Shooting may be extended to in- 
clude the use of all weapons and equip- 
ment, and in the case of staff troops 
‘the practical application of the tech- 
nique peculiar to that service. 

Obedience may be extended to in- 
elude all discipline. 


(2) Experience indicates that in war 
very little time is available for train- 
ing and that such time as is avail- 
able is not used to best advantage. 
Training programs are always inter- 
rupted and never completed. In the 
last months of war as in the first, indi- 
viduals and > capa are hurried 
to the front without proper preliminary 
preparation. 


(3) The conditions of enlistment and 
service in the American Army in time 
of peace 2. psychology of thor- 
oughness and deliberation inconsistent 
with the forced conditions of war. In 
laying the foundations for peace-time 
standards, essentials are submerged by 
non - essentials. Non-essentials are 
taught first in order to get them be- 
hind us, and then we are caught with 
the essentials unlearned, or not learned 
as well as they might have been had 
we known in advance what was going 
to happen. 


(4) When war comes it will come un- 
heralded. We shall be subjected to 
demoralizing disruption and expansion. 
Our peace-time methods of training 
should prepare us for this emergency 
and whether it be the training of an 
individual replacement (recruit), an old 
established organization, or a newly 
raised unit, essentials should be taught 
first, emphasized most, and kept in 
mind always.

Award of Soldier’s Medal 

NNOUNCEMENT is made of the 

award of the Soldier’s Medal to 
Tech. Sgt. John W. Crowe, DEML, and 
Pvt. Louis N. Hartnagel, Inf., unas-

The citations accompanying the 
awards read as follows: 

“John W. Crowe (Army serial No, 
R-268653), Technical Sergeant, De- 
tached Enlisted Men’s List, United 
States Army. For heroism near Colum- 
bia, Tenn., on May 20, 1930. Sgt, 
Crowe, having been ordered on a visit 
of instruction to Headquarters Troop, 
109th Cav., Tennessee National Guard, 
was proceeding to the troop target 
range outside the city limits of Colum- 
bia, being accompanied by the troop 
commander and several enlisted men, 
when one of the enlisted men in cross- 
ing a swollen branch of Duck River, 
accidentally fell into the stream and 
was drowning.

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GEN. MARTIN ELECTED TO CONGRESS 
MoM“: GEN. CHARLES H. MARTIN, USA-Ret., will return to Washington next 

Fall for duty, but his duty this time will be to represent the Third District 
of Orgeon in the House of Representatives. Gen. Martin, who retired Oct. 1, 
1927, by operation of law, was elected to Congress on a Democratic ticket, advo- 
cating repeal of the Prohibition law, over his dry Republican opponent, Franklin 
F. Korell, the present incumbent, with 14,000 votes to spare. 

Gen. Martin had an outstanding career in the Army. He was graduated 
from West Point in 1887. He served under Gen. Merritt in the Philippines, par- 
ticipated in the expedition to Peking, commanded the 3rd Inf. Reg., Ore. N. G. 
on the Mexican Border. During the World War he commanded the 86th Div., 
92nd Div., and then the 90th Div. He served as Assistant Chief of Staff and is 
the holder of a Distinguished Service Medal for his World-War service. 

His election to Congress will not affect his pay as a retired officer, it is under- 
stood, as retired officers of the Army, Navy and Marine Corps elected to public 
office are exempt from the law prohibiting the collection of two salaries from 
the Federal Government when the aggregate exceds a certain sum. 


NEW UNIFORMS FOR R. O. T. C. UNITS 
THE difficulty of properly equipping the 20 Field Artillery R. O. T. C. units 
with suitable uniforms has been considerably lessened this year by the issue 
of the new type roll collar uniforms made by the Quartermaster Depot of Phila- 
delphia. Until this year the basic course students were issued left-over uni- 
forms from the World War which caused unfavorable comment on account of 
the old type standing collar, rough material and poor fit. 

In some R. O. T. C. units the advanced course (usually juniors and seniors) 
students draw commutation money which they use for uniforms instead of draw- 
ing uniforms from the Government. Some R. O. T. C. units have gray uniforms, 
and others like Virginia Military Institute have their own types. The ad- 
vanced course students have more costly uniforms than the basic course students, 
who are usually freshmen and sophomores, the former wearing Sam Brown 
belts, boots and other equipment similar to officers. The advanced course stu- 
dents, however, are given an additional allowance for the purchase of their uni- 
forms. 


HOPE OF PAY AND PROMOTION RELIEF HOLDS AC OFFICERS 
| HIS annual report to the Secretary of War, details of which are printed 
elsewhere in this issue, Maj. Gen. James E. Fechet, chief of the Air Corps, 
reveals the distressing fact that during the last fiscal year a new high record 
was reached in the number of Air Corps officers resigning from the service. In 
1921, nine flying officers left the Army to accept more lucrative positions in civil 
life, and each year the number has steadily increased until the last fiscal year 
when 27 resigned. 
“Many officers,” Gen. Fechet reported, “who have received tempting offers 
from commercial air firms are remaining in the service in the hope Congress 
will enact relief legislation in the matter of pay and promotion.” 











ARMY HOUSES VALUABLE PROPERTY IN WOODEN BUILDINGS 
M°FE than a million dollars’ worth of valuable Signal Corps equipment of 

the Army, used in the Army Signal Corps and in the Signal Corps Labora- 
tories at Ft. Monmouth, N. J., is housed in “war-built, temporary, wooden build- 
ings,” declares Maj. Gen. George S. Gibbs, Chief Signal Officer, in his annual 
report, details of which are printed elsewhere in this issue. 

“The loss of that equipment by fire,” writes Gen. Gibbs in his report, “would 
constitute a major disaster.” “The most crying need of the Signal Corps, 
states Gen. Gibbs, “is proper shelter to house the Army Signal School and the 
consolidated Signal Corps laboratories at Ft. Monmouth.” 


ADM. YARNELL HEADS LIST OF FIVE ON EDO BOARD 

REAR ADM. HARRY E. YARNELL, Chief of the Bureau of Engineering, has 

been named chairman of the board which will be convened Dec. 1, to select 
not more than five officers for assignment to engineering duty only. Capt. 
Frank H. Sadler, on duty at the Naval Academy, Capt. Herbert C. Cocke, of 
Naval Operations, Capt. John M. Smeallie, of the Bureau of Navigation, and 
Comdr. Albert M. Penn, of the Bureau of Engineering make up the board. The 
latter will act as recorder of the board as well. Originally slated to meet Jan. 
12, 1931, the convening of the board was moved up so as to have the selections for 
engineering duty only made before the meeting of the line selection board, which 
meets Dec. 8. Applications for consideration by the EDO board should be sent 
in to the Bureau of Navigation by dispatch so as to be received not later than 
Nov. 29, it is stated. 


GEN. PERSHING’S BOOK IS AWAITED WITH KEEN INTEREST 
GEN: JOHN J. PERSHING is pushing to completion his great work 

reciting the history of the American Expeditionary Force. Extracts 
will be published in newspapers and magazines preliminary to the appearance 
of the book during the coming Spring. Those who know of the years the 
general has given to the preparation of what are, in fact, his memoirs, realize 
that, with his usual care, he is providing a production that will stand the test 
of time, and will not be open to controversy. The book will be of absorbing 
interest to the country in general, but it will be particularly valuable to the 
rank and file of the services, the National Guard and the Reserves, as well as 
to the Veterans, who fought so bravely under the direction of the distinguished 
author. The book is being awaited with keen expectation, not only in America 
but throughout the world. 


FIELD ARTILLERY LIGHT HOWITZER 

Two BATTERIES of 105-mm. Howitzers M-1 have been issued to Field Ar- 

tillery troops as follows: One to a battery at Ft. Sill, Okla., and one to a 
battery at Ft. Bragg, N. C. These 105-mm. Howitzers have been designed and 
constructed since the World War as a result of the recommendations made by a 
board of officers called the Westervelt or Calibre Board: This board, after cor- 
sidering the lessons of the World War as regards division artillery and, also, the 
trend of future development, decided that a light Howitzer with the character- 
istics which have been incorporated in the 105-mm. M-1 should be adopted as a 
Standard for our Army, in place of the World War 155-mm. Howitzer M-1917-18 
with which our division artillery is still partially equipped. These 105-mm. 
Howitzers are now issued to the troops as partial rearmament and for further 
protracted tests, including consideration of their tactical employment. 


STUDENTS FOR WAR COLLEGE 
THE SECRETARY OF WAR has approved the policy for the selection of the 
students for the 1931-1932 course at the Army War College. 

Numbers are apportioned as follows: Infantry, 22; Cavalry, 8; Field Artil- 
lery, 8; Coast Artillery, 8; Air Corps, 4; Engineers, 4; Signal Corps, 1; Adjutant 
General’s Department, 1; Quartermaster Corps, 2; Judge Advocate General’s 
Department, 1; Finance Department, 1; Medical Corps, 2; Ordnance Department, 
2 ee Warfare Service, 1; to be selected by the Secertary of War, 10; 
; Qualifications for selection are as follows: Efficiency rating of at least 
‘Excellent” on General Staff Corps Eligible List or graduate of Army Industrial 
College; less than 54 years of age; above grade of captain. 

_ Graduates of the Command and General Staff School will normally be re- 
quired to serve at least two years after graduation before being eligible for the 
War College. ’ 

Chiefs of Arms and Services will submit names of officers selected not later 
than January 15, 1931. 














MAY COMMISSION EXCESS NAVY GRADS IN OTHER SERVICES 
Witt the expectation that 200 members of the first class at the Naval Acad- 

emy to be graduated this June will not be commissioned, due to lack of 
vacancies in the Navy, steps are being taken by the Navy Department which 
may enable some of them to be commissioned in the Coast and Geodetic Survey 
and Coast Guard. Officers of the former service are obtained from graduates of 
civilian technical schools, and though graduates of Arnapolis are specialized to 
a certain extent, it is believed their general engineering training is practically 
the same as graduates of civilian schools. It is understood that the Secretary 
of the Navy has written to the Secretary of Commerce asking as to allowing a 
number of the 1931 Naval Academy graduates to enter the Coast and Geodetic 
Survey. As to the Coast Guard, appointments are made to it from the Coast 
Guard Academy, but as this service is not up to its authorized strength, it is 
thought that they would welcome a number of ensigns from the Naval Academy. 
These two fields can only care for a few of the excess graduates, and it is likely 
that a considerable number will have to be discharged unless some perso’ 
— is enacted during the coming short session, a possibility which is not 
right. 





PAY AND ARMY “ARISTOCRACY” 
"THERE is no doubt but that inadequate pay in the services is the outgrowth 
of the European Army personne! situation where the officers were of aristo- 
cratic families to whom compensation meant little, inasmuch as they lived on 
private incomes. 

In this connection an interesting situation is arising in England and is dis- 
cussed by Maj. H. C. V. Porter, O. B. E., in a recent issue of the Army, Navy and 
Air Force Gazette (London). The following excerpts from Maj. Porter’s articl 
may be of interest in view of the present pay situation in the Army, Navy 
Marine Corps of the United States: 

“The scheme, which started a few years ago, of granting commissions to 
selected n. c. 0.’s gave the ordinary citizen direct access to what is often called 
the ‘officers class.’ That was the beginning, and it is not difficult to visualize 
that the gradual levelling up of society now in progress may open the door still 
wider to commissioned rank. For that reason also, perhaps the time may not 
be distant when parents of State-educated youths will demand that their most 
promising sons shall have equal opportunity of entering such an interesting and 
adventuresome profession as the Army undoubtedly is. 

“They will, however, expect the pay and prospects to be made comparable 
with those obtaining in civil life, since they will not be in a position to bear the 
heavy preliminary expenditure or make subsequent payments in the form of al- 
lowance, which is still often done in the case of young officers. It would seem, 
therefore, that conditions of service in the Army will have to be different from 
what they are now, otherwise these ambitions .cannot be realized by the new ap- 
plicant. In view of the fact that the demands of democracy are already so far- 
reaching, it would seem unwise to ignore possibilities, however doubtful they 
may seem at the present time.” 





NAVAL OFFICERS TO BE SENT TO ARMY INDUSTRIAL COLLEGE 

HE NAVY DEPARTMENT is planning to order a number of line officers to 
_ undergo instruction at the Army Industrial College in the future. Occa- 
sionally, in the past, officers have been sent to the Industrial College, but this 
has not been a regular thing. Now, under the policy announced by the Bureau 
of Navigation, line officers will be ordered to the Industrial College for duty 
under instruction “when it is known that their subsequent duty will be such as 
to make the knowledge gained of particular value to the Navy.” 
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Denies Medical Expenses 

QCFFICERS directed to make a 

change of station and granted a 
delay enroute, the delay to count as 
leave, may not charge to the govern- 
ment civilian medical fees for treat- 
ments to injuries sustained during 
that period of delay, according to a 
ruling of the comptroller general made 
public this week. 

The ruling was made in the case of 
Lt. (jg) Donald A. Crandell, USN. Lt. 
Crandell was ordered June 28, 1930, 
detached from duty at Pensacola and 
transferred to San Diego. He was au- 
thorized to delay reporting at his new 
station until Aug. 5. July 2 he was 
injured in an automobile accident near 
Verbena, Ala., and taken to Central 
Alabama Hospital, Clanton, Ala., where 
he remained until Aug. 9, when he 
preceeded to the Naval Hospital at 
Washington. Lt. Crandell’s claim for 
reimbursement, supported by five re- 
ceipted bills to the Hospital and the 
physician amounted to $213.25. 

The comptroller general ruled that 
Lt. Crandell was traveling incident to 
leave when he was injured and that 
the law prohibits payment of civilian 
hospital and medical treatment under 
such circumstances. 





Service Construction 


THE Navy Day address of Rear Adm. 
William A. Moffett, Chief of the 
Bureau of Aeronautics, in which he 
pointed out the beneficial effect on the 
Nation’s industrial situation which 
would be brought about by a naval 
building program, brought a great deal 
of faverable comment from the press. 
The Atlanta Georgian, commenting 
on the speech, said: 

“This is also true of the construction 
of decent quarters to house the Regu- 
lar Army. Pay of American labor is 
also the big factor in that type of 
puble works. 

“In spite of these facts, the daily 
broadcast from the Federal City in 
the manifold plans of the administra- 
tion to reduce unemployment has yet to 
include any reference to any plan to 
build up the Navy or speed up the hous- 
ing program of the Army. 

“This administration is under solemn 
promise to the American people to 
build the ships authorized by the Lon- 
don Treaty. It is under solemn prom- 
ise to provide for the Army as quickly 
as the country can afford the expense. 

“In expanding its program of pub- 
lic works to relieve unemployment, why 
does the administration hesitate to build 
up the Navy and put a roof over the 
Army? 

“American labor has a right to 
know.”

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Award Schiff Trophy 

HE Herbert Schiff Memorial 

Trophy, awarded annually to the 
aircraft squadron in the Navy which 
has displayed the greatest vigilance, 
safety, and reliability in flight opera- 
tions, will be presented Dec. 5 by 
President Hoover to Fighting Plane 
Squadron 3B, attached to the aircraft 
carrier Lexington. 

Lt. Comdr. Samuei P. Ginder, USN, 
who commanded “Fighting Three” 
from July 1, 1929, to May 15, 1930, 
will receive the Trophy in behalf of 
his squadron mates. The Trophy will 
remain in the possession of “Fighting 
Three” until the end of the next com- 
petitive year, June 30, 1931. A replica 
will become the permanent possession 
of Lt. Comdr. Ginder, at present on 
duty in connection with naval aircraft 
gunnery exercises in the Division of 
Fleet Training, Navy Department. 

“Fighting Three,” under command 
of Lt. Comdr.*Ginder, flew for the 
year commencing July 1, 1929, a total 
of 4,958 hours, or approximately 600,- 
000 miles. The flying was always in 
close or open formations, almost en- 
tirely over water, with 1,500 hours 
over open seas—including the Pacific 
Ocean, the Caribbean Sea, and the At- 
lantic Ocean. The squadron, operating 
throughout the year on board the 
Navy’s aircraft carrier Lexington, 
completed successfully without the 
slightest injury to personnel a total of 
861 landings and 861 take-offs on the 
Lexington, Saratoga and Langley. It 
repeatedly landed 18  planes—full 
squadron strength—on board one of 
the carriers in record time, consider- 
ably less than a landing every minute. 

“Fighting Three” is the youngest 
fighting plane squadron in the United 
States Navy. It was organized in 
October, 1927, by the late Lt. George 
T. Cuddihy, one of the Navy’s most 
famous and daring aviators. 

On July 1, 1929, Lt. Comdr. Ginder 
relieved Lt. Cuddihy. The operating 
complement shortly thereafter was in- 
creased from 12 to 18 single-seat 450 
horsepower Wasp-powered Boeing 
F5B fighters manned by 18 commis- 
sioned officer and maintained by 65 
enlisted men. 

The pilots of “Fighting Three,” in- 
cluding the Squadron Commander, are 
of varying experience, from the vet- 
eran Lt. G. R. Henderson, serving as 
Executive Officer with 2,500 flying 
hours, to the junior Naval Reserve En- 
sign with approximately 200 flying 
hours. The Squadron Commander, 
Executive Officer, and Operations Of- 
ficer are seasoned pilots. Four offi- 
cers have operated with the Squadron 
in the Fleet for one year, nine officers 
were “rookies” fresh from training at 
Pensacola, and three officers were 
Naval Reserve pilots on active duty. 

The Herbert Schiff Memorial 
Trophy was presented to the Navy De- 
partment in 1925 by members of the 
family of Lt. (jg) Herbert Schiff, 
USNR, aviator who was killed in line 
of duty at the Naval Air Station, 
Hampton Roads, Va., on July 11, 1924.

It is my honest and u 
biased belief that national securi 
cannot be assured except by a fai 
measure of national military and nav 
preparedness.” 





Action on Yangtze 


HE Navy Department has been ad 

vised by Adm. Charles B. McVa 
Jr., USN, Commander-in-Chief of th 
U. S. Asiatic Fleet, that the U. & 
gunboat Palos was fired on Nov. 1 
and the U. S. gunboat Tutuila was 
fired on Nov. 17 while steaming along 
the Yangtze River. 

The Palos, commanded by Lt. Comdr, 
R. D. Tisdale, USN, reported that 4 
muzzle loader fired on his ship whet 
she was five miles below Chengling 
Bluff, that he saw no splash, although 
smoke came from inside a clump © 
trees on the western shore, and tha 
he did not return the fire. 

The commanding officer of the Tu- 
tuila, Lt. Comdr. L. P. Bischoff, USN, 
reported that while his ship was en 
route to Hankow, she was fired on by 
five pieces at Temple Hill. The Tus 
tuila silenced the fire with twenty-one 
rounds of 3-inch shell. About a half 
hour later, the ship was fired on by 
two mortars. The fire was silenced 
with five rounds of 3-inch and 200 
rounds of machine gun. The Tutuila 
reported no casualties.

The War Department expressed in- 
terest in this proposed railroad when 
hearings on it were held last year. 
Secretary of War Hurley said that 
“From the military point of view it 
may be said that the railway line 
* * * would be of decided value.” 
Secretary Hurley also assigned Brig. 
Gen. Francis H. Pope and Brig. Gen. 
Stanley D. Embick (then a colonel) to 
testify. 

Portions of the testimony given by 
Gen. Embick follow: 

Q. What are the views of the War 
Department, as you understand them, 
with regard to that project? 

A. The view expressed by the. War 
Department is that such a road would 
be of decided military value. However, 
it is the view of the War Department 
that any road, initial road, in this area, 
would be of decided military value. 
The area is one not only of great in- 
dustrial importance, but will be of very 
great strategic importance in any war 
involving the eastern coast of the 
United States. So any increase in east 
and west railway facilities would facil- 
itate the movement of troops and sup- 
plies and would be of a military ad- 
vantage. The War Department is per- 
fectly neutral upon the question of who 
would build or operate such an addi- 
tional Tine. 

Q. Do you see any advantage in the 
line substantially shorter, say 10 per 
eent shorter, than any existing line 
crossing the Alleghany Mountanis and 
with more favorable grades and curva- 
ture than any exisiting line? 

A. Yes; that would expedite move- 
ment of troops and supplies. 


_Q._ Isn’t it true, Colonel, that addi- 
tional trackage in almost any territory 
near the seaboard would be of decided 
military advantage in case of military 
operations in that territory? 

A. Yes. Any additional trackage 
would be of advantage. If the new line 
was built as an independent unit, not 
passi over the same bridges or 
through the same tunnels or the 
same terminals or the same bottle- 
necks that can be obstructed whether 
by enemy action or by merely conges- 
tion. A distinct line would be of 
greater military assurance than an in- 
crease in facilities.”

Frost’s Article 
(Continued from First Page) 
of limitation whieh would surrender 
such rights as we gained at the London 
Conference and render our army and 
Navy impotent. 
Gain One Advantage 

‘ In exchange for our many conces- 
sions at Geneva, we gained one im- 
portant advantage. Generally speak- 
ing, Great Britain and Japan will 
maintain their naval power at about 
the present levels, while we are given 
six years to catch up. Thus the Brit- 
ish and Japanese may build compara- 
tively few ships during that period, 
while we are permitted to build a 
much greater number—to counterbal- 
ance to some degree for our failure 
to build during the last ten years. 

Obviously a limitation of our naval 
expenditures to an equality with those 
of Great Britain would prevent us from 
catching up with her during the pe- 
riod of the London Treaty. Thus our 
one advantage of the treaty vanishes 
into thin air. The reason for a pro- 
posal to limit naval expenditures is 
therefore quite manifest. 
_ But there is another, and even more 
important, reason. Americans pride 
themselves on that fact that their 
standard of living is higher than that 
of most other countries. We naturally 
consider this a great advantage. But, 
if budgetary limitations come into be- 
ing, our higher standard will serve to 
greatly decrease, if not cut in haif, 
our naval strength. 

Cest Here Greater 

To begin with, it costs more to build 
ships in this country than in others. 
This results from two facts: First, our 
labor engaged in ship construction re- 
ceive much higher wages, and second, 
our sailors demand a higher standard 
of living on their ships; larger and 
better quarters, steam heat, electric 
fans, etc. These facts apply equally 
to merchant and naval ships. There 
is little likelihood that these facts will 
change—nor would Americans wish 
them to. 

Next, we must give our sailors higher 
pay than in other navies. This is be- 
cause they are accustomed to a higher 


|) standard of living and it costs more to 


live in our country than in other lands. 
Their food is more costly than the rice 
diet which keeps the Japanese sailors 
in complete health and contentment. 
We give them substantially higher pay 
when transferred to the reserve after 
long service. 

And finally, in our naval expendi- 
tures it is highly probable that greater 
attention must be given to political 
considerations than in a monarchy such 
as Japan. For example, it is quite evi- 
dent that the brunt of naval reduc- 
tions always falls upon the fleet, and 
never upon the shore establishment, 
though we are told that the latter exist 
only for the former. This observation 
is offered not in a spirit of criticism, 
but as a fact to which consideration 
must, and doubtless has, been given. 

Parity Would Fail 

It is not difficult to conclude that 
parity of naval budgets would fail to 
give us parity of navies. It is certain 
that the budgetary system of limita- 
tion has its pitfalls for us. Possibly 
other nations might concede us a limit 
somewhat above parity with Great 
Britain in consideration of our higher 
standard of living and our necessity 
to catch up in naval construction dur- 
ing the next six years. But we very 
much doubt that such concession, if 
made at-all, would be sufficient to allow 
us even to approach actual parity in 
navies. Our government has taken the 
only possible attitude on this question, 
a positive refusal to entertain the 
Franco-British proposal. : 

As to the idea that this refusal is 
starting a new competition in naval 
armaments by increasing the quality 
of tonnage, it will be time enough for 
Lord Cecil to talk about this when the 
United States has begun to approach 
the quantity of tonnage permitted by 
the London Treaty. We have been left 
so far behind in this competition that 
it will take us six, if not ten, years 
to catch up. So until then it is hardly 
likely that we will try to start other 
forms of naval competition, which 
other navies—not confronted with large 
building programs—could begin now. 

But is not this idea of a competition 
of quality rather far-fetched? Cer- 
tainly each navy is building now the 
very best ships it can. The actual war 
value of a ship is today pretty well 
fixed by its tonnage. I very much 
doubt that, if a contractor were told 
that he could have unlimited money, 
he could build a ship of ten per cent 
more war value than those being con- 
structed today. Certainly no govern- 
ment in these hard times has money 
to squander for such a slight advan- 
tage. If there is one, it is not ours,

During the past year, the Infantry 
units of the Reserve Officers’ Training 
Corps have maintained a high standard 
of efficiency and have continued to pros 
duce well-trained material for the Offic 
cers’ Reserve Corps. All imspection 
reports so far received have rated Ins 
fantry units either “Satisfactory” or 
“Excellent.” 

The report of the board of officerg 
which made the Honor School inspection 
of “Essentially Military Schools,” indi+ 
cates that the instruction in these insti 
tutions has been maintained at a very 
high standard. Twenty-one out of 27 
schools inspected, were recommended 
for the Honor Rating. 
VI—DESIRABLE NEW INFANTRY 

WEAPONS 

Machine-Rifle——A light machine-rifie 
to replace the Browning automati¢ 
shoulder rifle, is necessary. A machiney 
rifle of this type, equipped with 4 
light mount and carrying sling shoul 
weigh under 25 pounds. Such a wea 
pon would furnish the desired mobile 
automatic firepower for the Infantry, 
A requirement for such a machine-rifi¢ 
was established by the War Department 
in November, 1928, and funds for this 
project are included in the Ordnance 
Department estimates for 1931. 

VII—MECHANIZATION 

The 34th Infantry has been com- 
pletely motorized with modern vehicles 
and is now carrying on exhaustive ex- 
periments under the jurisdiction of thé 
Commanding General, Third Corps 
Area. This test and the tests now 
going on at Ft. Benning, under the ju- 
risdiction of the Infantry Board, are 
being carefully studied. It is believed 
that they will be sufficiently conelusive 
to determine quite definitely the most 
desirable types of commercially manu- 
factured motor vehicles suitable for 
Infantry. 

Infantry Carriers, (cross-country.)—~ 
The development of an Infatg:y carrier, 
(tractor or wheeled vehicle), to trans- 
port personnel and weapons on the 
battlefield and particularly when In- 
fantry is operating as part of a mech- 
anized force, is considered essential. 
VIII—STATUS OF INFANTRY REGI- 


MENT 

To furnish men for the 1929 Air 
Corps increase, it was necessary to 
place five battalions of Infantry on the 
inactive list. Any further additions to 
the Air Corps from the Infantry would 
have to be met in a similar manner. 
Of the 36 regiments, exclusive of Phil- 
ippine Scouts, now on the active list, 
25 are three battalion regiments, and 
11 are two battalion regiments. One 
of the two battalion regiments, 29th 
Infantry, is at war strength. Active 
regiments, except two in Panama and 
the 29th Infantry, have no battalion 
headquarters companies.

THE PRESIDENT and the Congressional leaders, who are holding daily 
conferences on the legislative program for the coming season, we appeal 
for the adoption of the proposal to grant an increase of pay to the Army, the 
Navy and the Marine Corps, as well as to the Coast Guard, the Coast and 
Geodetic Survey and the Marine Hospital Service.

Gen. James E. Fechet, in his annual report on the affairs 
of the Army Air Corps, points to the number of resignations which hawe oc- 
curred, caused by better offers in civil life, and what is true of the Army in 
this respect is likewise true of the Navy. Attention should be given by the 
Executive and the Congressional leaders to the fact that the country is united 


behind the proposed increase. Labor is for it, so are business, patriotic soci- 
eties, and the press. The proposal should by all means be incorporated in the 


legislative program. 





GEN. MacARTHUR we extend a cordial welcome as Chief of Staff of the 

United States Army. He has assumed a burden of great magnitude. It 
involves the national defense, the efficiency of the Regular establishment, and 
the maintenance in excellent condition of the National Guard and the Reserves.

E ARE GLAD to read the announcement of Senator Reed, which we pub- 
lished last week, that the housing program and warship: additions per- 
mitted under the London Treaty, are to be provided for during the coming 
session of Congress. It is not enough to say that they will relieve unemploy- 
ment. They will go much farther. They will provide for the national defense, 
and in the matter of housing will furnish quarters for officers and men in 
which they can live comfortably. Progress has been made in the erection of 
barracks and quarters, but it is not sufficient up to date, and will not be for 
some years, if the rate of appropriation hitherto made continues. Shacks occu- 
ied by the personnel of the services are not good for morale, to say nothing of 
th and fire danger. By all means let us proceed rapidly with the provi- 
sion of proper living accommodations for the services. 





AS’ TO THE NAVY, it is the imperative duty of the Administration and of 
Congress to provide that party upon the seas, which they acclaimed as 
achieved by the London Treaty. We note in the press and we gather from. our 
conversations with members of the Executive and Congress that this or that 
program is contemplated. Some say appropriations will be made for the 8-inch 
m cruisers and not for the 6-inch gun cruisers, and that the auxiliaries of 
Fleet will only be provided for in a haphazard way. Let us point out that 
the country accepted the London Treaty because it believed that the ships 
to assure the kind of parity it established would be constructed. To 
fail to carry out this implied pledge would be not only politically unwise but 
would mean further diminution of our national defense, and would result in 
our entrance into the proposed Internatioal Conferece of 1936 under conditions 
which would be harmful to our dignity and weakening to our position. 





E UNDERSTAND THE Administration contemplates recommending large 
appropriations for river and harbor improvements. Here in our judg- 
ment is a proposal which would expedite recovery from the depression that 
exists: Let Congress authorize the ident to issue bonds to the extent of 
$500,000,000—they would sell quickly at 4 per cent—and devote the sum thereby 
obtained to the improvement of the Mississippi River under the control of the 
Corps of Engineers. Work of this kind would not only provide employment, 
but would call for immense a ge of steel, lumber and other z ucts, and 
accelerate the wheels of industry throughout the land.

60 YEARS AGO 





A board of naval officers has been in 
session for some time past at Annapo- 
lis for the final examination of mid- 
shipmen of the class of 1869, who had 
made the practice cruise in the USS 
Sabine. Out of 40 who were examined, 
nearly one-half—or 19—were found de- 
ficent, and these rejected ones will have 
to resume their studies at the Naval 
Academy. 

The Bavarian mitrailleur made its 
first appearance in action at the taking 
of Orleans by the Germans, Oct. 10 
and 11. According to German papers, 
its performance was something terrible, 
and it was used against infantry and 
cavalry with like effect. Once the “bul- 
let squirt” battery was opposed to a 
mitrailleur battery, and the latter after 
a few rounds was compelled to leave 
the field beaten in rapidity and accur- 
acy of fire. 

The Abyssinia, breastwork monitor, 
1,849 tons, 200 horsepower of engines, 
carrying two double gun turrets, and 
driven by twin scréws, built for the de- 
fense of Bombay, to order of the Sec- 
retary of State for India, by Messrs. 
J. and W. Dudgeon, of Millwall, under 
admiralty supervision, was put through 
her final trial of machinery and speed 
over the measured mile of the Maplin 
— previous to her sailing for Bom- 


y. 
It is stated that the German infantry 
have recently been armed with a new 
weapon, designed for mountainous and 
guerrilla warfare, which supersedes 
the light field artillery. It is a small 
portable field-piece, weighing about 35 
pounds, and was tested in the war of 
1866. It can be carried-by two men, 
and ten shots a minute can be fired with 





it. Its range is at least 6,000 paces.

hazard to the very large amount of 
Government supplies, equipment and 
apparatus now involved, the authoriza- 
tion and appropriation f hese two 
buildings is the ‘Signal Corps’ most 

urgent need. 

Despite the unusual business depres- 
sion which prevailed during the year, 
seriously affecting the returns of all 
business enterprises, including com- 
munication companies, the cash receipts 
for the year for the Washington-Alaska 
Military Cable and Telegraph System 
were $307,309.10—only $983.14 less than 
for the preceding fiscal year 1929. On 
the other hand official Government 
traffic handled by this System during 
the fiscal year 1930 includes an in- 
crease of $86,705.59 over and above 
similar traffic for the. preceding fiscal 
year. net increase of $85,722.45 
worth of business, therefore, was hand- 
led over the system. This heavy in- 
crease of Government traffic Z due in 
great measure to the increased dissem- 
ination of meteorological data within 
and from Alaska in order that air serv- 
ice in Alaska may be provided with 
reliable information in the conduct of 
airways already established or being 
planned. 

It is evident that the time is rather 
rapidly approaching when the cash in- 
come from the Alska System will ex- 
ceed the total cost of its operation and 
maintenance. It is therefore possible 
that in the not distant future commer- 
cial interests may be found to take over 
the system under conditions such that 
the interests of the Government and 
those of the residents of Alaska are 
provided for and protected. 

Signal Reserve.—Promotion in the 
Signal Section, Officers’ Reserve Corps, 
has been very limited during the past 
few years due to a surplus in the higher 
grades and the resulting lack of va- 
eancies to which qualified officers could 
be promoted. This has had a detri- 
mental effect on those Reserve Officers 
who have met all of the requirements 
for promotion but whose promotion has 
been delayed due to the lack of vacan- 
cies. This unsatisfactory condition is 
gradually being corrected by the trans- 
fer to the inactive list or separation 
from the active list by other means, 
of officers in the higher grades who are 
unable to maintain an active part in 
the Reserve Corps. 

A suspension upon all original ap- 
pointments in the Signal Corps Re- 
serves has been in effect throughout the 
entire year. This was necessary be- 
cause of the large overstrength in all 
grades except that of Colonel. Ex- 
emption from this suspension was 
granted in the cases of: Federally rec- 
ognized officers of the National Guard; 
Qualified graduates of Senior ROTC 
Units; Qualified graduates of the Blue 
Course of the CMTC. 

Pigeon Service—Every endeavor 
has been made to increase the amount 
and to improve the quality of pigeons 
and pigeon training at the various lofts 
maintained throughout the Army. 
Training as now given by breeding and 
station lofts, has been considerably im- 
proved. It is believed that pigeon ac- 
tivities are now in very satisfactory 
shape and that highly trained birds in 
adequate numbers for peace time pur- 
poses are available. 

Telephone and Telegraph System.— 
At the end of the year, the Signal Corps 
had in operation 138 telephone switch- 
boards and 25,268 substations as com- 
pared with 134 switchboards and 23,504 
substations the previous year. In addi- 
tion to the above, two telephone sys- 
tems were jointly owned by the Gov- 
érnment and telephone companies. 

Radio System.—Material progress 
has also been had toward the moderni- 
ation of permanently installed radio 
equipment with a view to the utiliza- 
tion to the fullest capacity of assigned 
frequencies and to establishing more 

ficient and rapid service by the elim- 

tion and relay points by direct con- 
ct between stations over greater dis- 
neces, 

In addition to the new 10 kw high 
frequency transmitter which was in- 
stalled at the new Army Radio Net 
ontrol station at Ft. Myer, Va., a sim- 
lar unit was installed in a temporary 
location at San Francisco, thereby pro- 
viding reliable and continuous direct 
contact between Washington and San 
Francisco for the first time. Similar 
units are now being installed at Hono- 
lulu and Manila. ; 

Modern transmitters of both the in- 
termediate frequency and high fre- 
quency type were purchased during the 
year for replacement of the obsolete 
spark and arc equipment on the eight 
U. S. Army transports, including the 
cableship “Dellwood.” Installation of 
the intermediate frequency equipment

is approximately 50 per cent complete 
and the installation of all equipment 
is expected to be completed during the 
first half of the next fiscal year. 

The total amount of official Govern- 
ment traffic handled by the Signal Corps 
communication facilities during the fis- 
cal year 1930 was 61,335,371 words, 
which represents a value of $551,589.27, 
if sent over commercial facilities at 
Government rate. The total number of 
original sent messages was 463,084 
containing 21,384,462 words, or an av- 
erage of 46 words per message. The 
increase in radio traffic over the pre- 
ceding year was approximately 50 per 
cent. 

Station WAR, Washington, handled 
10,996,131 words, or approximately one- 
sixth of the total traffic handled by 
all Signal Corps radio facilities, at a 
valuation of $178,136.31, or approxi- 
mately one-fourth of the total value of 
business handled by all Signal Corps 
radio facilities.

The above gain is true assuming that 
all personnel and equipment on this sys- 
tem is maintained solely for the opera- 
tion of the system and would not exist 
if the business handled by the system 
were not handled.

The War Department Radio Net has 
trained during the fiscal year 1930, 
approximately 500 enlisted men of the 
Signal Corps in the installation, opera- 
tion and maintenance of radio transmit- 
ting and receiving equipment. More- 
over, the War Department and Corps 
Area Radio Nets being established and 
functioning so efficiently, are invaluable 
as an insurance for continued communi- 
cation in the event of local and national 
emergencies and disasters involving the 
interruption of commercial communica- 
tions.

The increase of valuation of traffic 
over 1929 amounted to $185,095.40. 
Along with this increase in volume of 
traffic there has been a marked increase 
in efficiency of operation. A recent 
study and report of the War Depart- 
ment Message Center by a Board of 
Reserve Officers, all highly qualified 
technically, shows that radio traffic 
very nearly approaches commercial 
standards for speed and equals them 
for accuracy. 

At the close of the fiscal year there 
were 82 land stations operating in the 
War Department and Corps Area radio 
nets and 68 ship stations. 

At the beginning of the fiscal year 
there were 47 branches, bureaus and 
departments of the Government using 
the War Department radio facilities. 
At the close of the fiscal year there 
were 50 establishments using these fa- 
cilities. Of these three additional es- 
tablishments gained during the fiscal 
year, considerable traffic was handled 
for the Bureau of the Census and the 
Federal Farm Loan Board. 

Fifty Federal Departments make 
use of the Signal Corps radio facili- 
ties. 

Washington-Alaska Military Cable 
and Telegraph System.—Within the 
Washington-Alaska Military Cable and 
Telegraph System a betterment of com- 
munication facilities and conditions in 
general and an increase in revenue and 
traffic handled by the system obtain. 
The Weather Bureau has broadened its 
activities considerably within the ter- 
ritory of Alaska due to the establish- 
ment of commercial airways. The sup- 
plying of meteorological data therefor 
is handled by the communication sys- 
tem of the territory, and has increased 
from approximately 40 messages per 
day to 500. This service is gradually 
being enlarged and increased. 

Development Projects.—During the 
fiscal year 1930 a great deal of progress 
has been made on the program for the 
development of organizational commu- 
nication equpiment. The more impor- 
tant accomplishments (among many 
others) in this connection were the fol- 
lowing: 

(a) Construction and installation of 
five service test articles of the radio 
beacon on five different air fields in the 
United States and Panama were com- 
pleted. 

(b) As a result of the first service 
test, improved models of the radio set, 
SCR-131, were constructed and sent out 
for service test. 

(c) Development and design work on 
the radio set, SCR-161, was completed 
and a contract placed for service test 
models. 

(d) Final specifications and draw- 
ings for the new trailing wire antenna 
for aircraft were completed and the 
first production order placed. 

(e) The development of the P-12, 
improved radio headset, was completed 
and as a result of the service tests was 
adopted as standard and is now ready 
for quantity production. 

(f) The service tests of the SCR-163, 
Cavalry pack radio set, were completed 
and the set is how adopted as standard. 

(g) The development of a spotting 
set for spotting by photographic 
means anti-aircraft gun fire was com- 
pleted and the equipment has been 
adopted as standard. 

(h) Development and design work 
on the radio set, SCR-171, was com-

(n) The radio set, SCR-157, was re- 
designed for DC plate supply to reduce 
interference caused by it. — 

(o) Recommendations were made for 
the purchase of intermediate and high 
frequency radio equipment to modern- 
ize radio installations on Army trans- 
ports. 3 
(p) The development of two mobile 
power units and one mobile battery- 
charging set using gas electric drive 
truck chassis, was completed and the 
sets are available for test. 

(q) Service test of the monocord 
telephone switchboard was completed 
and as a result requirements for the 
development of new boards laid down. 

(r) Development of the anti-aircraft 
telephone unit, type EE-82, was com- 
pleted and the units will be placed in 
production during the coming fiscal 
year. 

Photographic Service—The Army 
Pictorial Service provides general pho- 
tographic service for all branches of 
the Army, excepting specialized pho- 
tography employed by certain branches, 
notably the Engineer and Air Corps. 
Supervision of all phases of supply, 
production, reproduction and distribu- 
tion of still and motion pictures, in- 
cluding military training films, comes 
within the scope of its responsibility. 

The custody of the War Department 
pictorial historical files, both still and 
motion pictures, is the responsibility of 
this office. The still pictures are prop- 
erly classified, indexed and catalogued 
and are readily accessible, maintained 
up-to-date and in a satisfactory condi- 
tion. The historical motion picture 
negatives and prints are filed in 
the film vault at the same place. This 
vault provides excellent storage and 
protection against fire, although means 
of refrigeration, which are very desir- 
able, are not yet provided. Investiga- 
tion of refrigeration methods suitable 
to be applied and the entire subject o 
ideal film storage is receiving the earn- 
est attention of this office. This vault 
has practically reached its capacity and 
more space will need to be provided 
for the annual increment of film, which 
approximates fifty thousand feet. | 

There has been a marked increase in 
the requests for loans, for exhibition 
purposes, of Signal Corps historical and 
military topical films. Such historical 
and topical films are loaned chiefly to 
veteran and patriotic societies, reserve

(Continued from Preceding Page) 
schools. They constitute a very de- 
sirable method of presenting the varied 
activities of the Army. 
Meteorological Servie—During the 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1930, one 
officer was employed exclusively on me- 
teorological work and a number of 
other officers on military posts per- 
formed meteorological work as a part 
of their routine duties.

A-34067 (S) Medical and Hospital 
treatment—Naval Officer on leave. 

Where an officer, who was directed 
to make a change of station and was 
granted a delay enroute, such delay to 
count as leave, was injured in an auto- 
mobile accident after leaving his old 
station, he was in a leave status, not- 
withstanding that he may have been 
traveling in the general direction of 
a prospective future duty station, and 
payment of civilian hospital and medi- 
cal treatment incurred incident to such 
injury is prohibited by section 1586, 
Revised Statutes. A-31206, May 2, 
1930; 10 Comp. Gen. 40. 

A-33559. (S) Pay—Longevity—Of- 
ficer of Navy Organized Militia Ser- 
vice. 

An officer of the Navy who, when 
less than 18 years of age, was ap- 
pointed second lieutenant in the militia 
of a State, did. not hold a commission 
in the Organized Militia as defined by 
by the act of Jan. 21, 1903, 32 Stat.

ing and coniputing meteorological ob- 
servations were continued during the 
year. Most of the checking is done by 
enlisted men and this practice is effec- 
tive in training them for a higher 
grade of field work. There has been 
progressive improvement in the accu- 
racy and effectiveness of the meteoro- 
logical work on the field stations dur- 
ing the year and this improvement is 
believed to be due, partially at least, 
to the checking and supervision of field 
work that is done in the Office of the 
Cihef Signal Officer. Meteorological 
observations were made systematically 
and several time daily at each of the 
38 field stations referred to above for 
the purpose of supplying data needed 
by the various branches of the military 
service. 

A course in meteorology for officers 
of the Signal Corps was prepared in 
the Office of the Chief Signal Officer. 
This course was used during the year 
at the Signal School at Ft. Monmouth, 
N. A correspondence course in mil- 
itary meteorology for Reserve officers, 
was also prepared. 

The Air Corps makes the most use 
of meteorological data, but data are 
also furnished to the Ordnance Depart- 
rological service on military airways 
has been in operation for nine years. 
This service has been found indispen- 
sable in the operation of military air- 
craft. Studies were made in the Office 
of the Chief Signal Officer of methods 
for computing the results of observa- 
tions of air density for use by the Ar- 
tillery. Three tables of ballistic air 
density were prepared for experimental 
use in correcting fire for variations in 
air density. 

Cordial and effective cooperation was 
maintained during the year between 
the meteorological services of the 
United States Weather Bureau, the 
Army and the Navy. This cooperation 
eliminated duplication of effort and 
made available to each of these three 
services the results of observations 
made by all. A representative of the 
Signal Corps served on two committees 
involving meteorological problems and 
the coordination of meteorological ac- 
tivities among the various branches of 
the United States Government.

N. W. Armstrong, aide to Gen. Bar- 
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Gen. Everson’s Report 


"THE annual report of Maj. Gen. Wil- 

liam G. Everson, Chief of the Mili- 
tia Bureau, for the fiscal year 1930, 
was released for publication this week. 
Following appear extracts from the 
report: 

The progressive growth of the Na- 
tional Guard continued during the 
period covered by this report. There 
has been an increase of 5,727 in the 
aggregate strength of officers, war- 
rant officers, and enlisted men since 
June 30, 1929. * * * From the num- 
ber of applications for authority to 
organize additional units on file in the 
Militia Bureau, it is evident that this 
increase could have been materially ex- 
tended had appropriations and War 
Department policies permitted. 

Less Separations. 

There have been 126 less separations 
of commissioned officers from the Na- 
tional Guard this year than there were 
last year. There are also 105 less 
vacancies in the commissioned grades. 
All of this indicates an _ increasing 
stability in the commissioned person- 
nel, which is a very considerable factor 
in the promotion of progress and effi- 
ciency. 

With the exception of a relatively 
small number of headquarters and line 
units for which personnel are not 
available for allocation, the reorgan- 
ization of the National Guard Cavalry 
has been accomplished. It now con- 
forms to that arm in the Regular 
Army. 

There has been a very gratifying 
improvement in the efficiency of basic 
and field training. Attendance at both 
armory and field training camps has 
increased. Militia Bureau training di- 
rectives and notes on training have 
been generally followed in the prepara- 
tion of training programs, resulting in 
a more uniform system of training and 
the direction of all training activities 
toward definite objectives. 

Interest in CPX. 

The interest in command post exer- 
cises as a medium of command and 
staff training, continues to increase. 
This form of training is now being 
used quite extensively and with very 
satisfactory results. 

There is much to be desired with re- 
spect to the States providing adequate 
armory facilities, and in some States 
the outlook is not‘ very encouraging 
due to lack of State appropriations 
for armory purposes. The situation, 
however, is improving with the build- 
ing of every armory. 

There is an ever-increasing demand 
for additional National Guard units. 
This not only acts as an incentive to 
existing units to maintain the required 
standard of efficiency but tends to 
assure them of the support of their 
communities. A decrease in the num- 
ber of units disbanded on reports of 
unsatisfactory status is the conse- 
quence. 

The National Guard is now closer 
to its objective in all classes of equip- 
ment than at any time in its history. 
It should, however, not be assumed 
that entirely satisfactory conditions 
prevail in this respect, as there is still 
much to be desired, especially with re- 
gard to motor transport, animals, and 
antiaircraft material. 

Attend Service Schools 


During the past year 268 National 
Guard officers attended the various 
Army service schools, where special 
courses adapted to their needs were 
conducted. It is strongly urged that 
increased appropriations be made 
available for this purpose. 

There are 14,334 positions for offi- 
cers authorized at the present time in 
the active National Guard, according 
to the applicable Tables of Organiza- 
tion, an increase of 284 since June 30, 
1929. There are 12,732 officers (385 
more than on June 30, 1929), 198 war- 
rant officers, and 1 cornet now fed- 
erally recognized in these positions, 
leaving 1,403 vacancies. 

There were 3,963 new recognitions 
issued during the year ending June 30, 
1930. At the close of that fiscal year 
138 cases were pending. Of the total

number of recognitions in the fiscal 
year 1930, 1,571 officers were pro- 
moted and 10 officers were demoted. 

During the fiscal year 1930, 1,843 
officers and 42 warrant officers were 
separated from the National Guard. 

The Militia Bureau has been study- 
ing for about two years the subject of 
the status of officers in the National 
Guard Reserve, and it is believed that 
the results of the study may, within 
the next few months, be presented in 
definite form with recommendations 
that are considered desirable for 
either increasing the efficiency of the 
National Guard Reserve or eliminating 
it entirely as a reserve force available 
for use in case of a State or Federal 
emergency. 

Dual Commissions 

On June 30, 1930, there were ap- 
proximately 11,170 members of the Na- 
tional Guard who held Officers’ Re- 
serve Corps appointments and were 
commissioned in the Army of the 
United States. This is an increase of 
646 over June 30, 1929. 

Due to the cost of the National 
Guard Register, which has_ been 
steadily mounting for various reasons 
during the past few years, and to the 
necessity of conserving the printing 
and binding allotment of funds of the 
Militia Bureau, it will be necessary 
to omit the names of the National 
Guard Reserve officers in the 1930 
Register and also to reduce its dis- 
tribution very materially. 

Attention is again invited to the un- 
satisfactory conditions existing in sev- 
eral States with respect to the provi- 
sion of suitable airdrome facilities. 
The cost of maintaining Air Corps 
units is so great that a high standard 
of efficiency must be insisted on, and 
unless the unsatisfactory conditions 
referred to are shortly remedied, it 
will be necessary to withdraw Federal 
recognition from the units concerned. 
Furthermore, the demand for avia- 
tion units far exceeds the number al- 
lotted. The Militia Bureau has on file 
applications from numerous States 
and cities offering the most modern 
facilities in return for the allocation 
and organization of aviation units. 

Improvements Shown. 

There has been marked improvement 
in morale and esprit de corps through- 
out the National Guard. This is 
largely due to a high type of person- 
nel and to the keen interest that offi- 
cers and enlisted nmgen have taken in 
their work. 

Attendance at armory drills and 
field training has continued to in- 
crease. The efficiency of both classes 
of training has been very much im- 
proved by definite training programs 
prepared and conducted in accordance 
with Militia Bureau training direc 
tives. 

At no time in its history has the 
National Guard been so well clothed 
and equipped as at present. During 
the fiscal year 1930 the National 
Guard was completely equipped with 
the new roll-collar uniform, and pro- 


vision was made for the complete is- 


sue of the new-style Pershing cap 
which will be effected early in the fis- 
cal year 1931. All Cavalry units have 
been provided with 50 per cent of 
peace allowance of Phillips pack sad- 
dles and ordnance hangers for machine 
guns, machine-gun ammunition, and 
machine rifles. Observation squad- 
rons of the Air Corps have been is- 
sued the latest type of military radio 
sets for ground-to-air communications.

Construction work at the various 
training camps has been planned and 
carried on to the limit of appropria- 
tions with a view to providing suitable 
field-training facilities at minimum 
costs for maintenance and operation 
and troop transportation to and from 
camps. 

There has been noticeable improve- 
ment in the care and conservation of 
military property in the hands of the 
National Guard. Irregularities in the 
disbursement of Federal funds have 
been reduced to a minimum. 

It seems hardly necessary to say 
that such gratifying results could not 
have been obtained without the loyal 
and efficient cooperation of corps area 
commanders and State authorities and 
all ranks of the National Guard,

The end of the fiscal year marks 
the successful close of the third incre- 
ment of the Five-Year Expansion Pro- 


gram. 
During the fiscal year 1930, bar- 
racks to house approximately 2,415 en- 
listed men together with 216 noncom- 
missioned officers’ quarters, and 80 
officers’ quarters, plus utilities, were 
constructed at Langley Field, Va.; 
March Field, Calif.; Mitchel Field, 
N. Y.; Randolph Field, Texas; and 
Selfridge Field, Mich. In addition, a 
quartermaster warehouse and a guard 
house were constructed at Randolph 
Field, Texas, at an approximate cost 
of $120,000. 
In cooperation with the office of 
The Quartermaster General, . layout 
plans have been completed for Langley 
Field, Va.; Maxwell Field, Ala.; 
Mitchel Field, N. Y.; Selfridge Field, 
Mich.; Wheeler Field, Hawaii; and 
France Field, Canal Zone. Layouts 
and building designs have been studied 
and completed, or partially completed, 
for approximately 50 per cent of the 
stations affected by the five-year pro- 
gram. 
The following technical construction 
has been completed during the fiscal 
year 1930: Fairfield, Ohio, depot 
shops; Randolph Field, Texas. Air 
Corps warehouse, administration build- 
ing, academic building, and Air Corps 
shops. Night lighting systems were 
completed at Crissy Field, Calif.; Mid- 
dletown, Pa.; Pope Field, N. C.; Nich- 
ols and Clark Fields, Philippine Is- 
lands. The total cost of all technical 
construction came to about $1,000,000. 
This amount does not include the ex-

During the fiscal year 27 Air Corps 
officers resigned from the Service, a 
new high record. In 1921, nine flying 
officers left the Army to accept more 
lucrative positions in private life. Each 
year the number has increased. 

Many oficers who have _ received 
tempting offers from commercial air 
firms, are remaining in the Service in 
the hope Congress will enact relief 
legislation in the matter of pay and 
promotion. 

On June 30, 1930, the enlisted strength 
of the Air Corps was 12,032, includ- 
ing 378 flyine cadets. This is slightly 
less than the authorized enlisted 
strength June 30 1930 (12,086), and 
represents a net increase during the 
year of 1,142. 

It is believed that considerable prog- 
ress has been made during the present 
year toward the organization of a 
trained and well balanced _ enlisted 
force. The Air Corps on June 30 was 
at the strength authorized by the 
Five-Year Program. 

Better pay for skilled mechanics in 
the lower grades and better promotion 
for men in the higher class grades has 
increased the number of reenlistments 
and reduced the number of desertions 
and discharges by purchase. 

There was a perceptible decrease in 
the number of men lost through acci- 
dents. 

New flying requirements for ap- 
pointment in the Air Reserve and for 
the rating of Airplane Pilot were pub- 
lished during the year, which should 
result in a large number qualifying 
for such commission without lowering 
the standard of the Reserve. It was 
found that it was impracticable and in 
some cases impossible for civilian pi- 
lots to obtain the former requirement 
of 200 hours of flying time as pilot, of 
which 100 hours were in Service or 
similar types of planes, so an alternate 
wezhod of qualifying for examination 
was offered this class of applicant, 
whereby those with a total of 400 
hours of pilot time in any class of 
Plane would be eligible. At the same 
time it was considered necessary that 
they were qualified to pilot both train- 
ing and Service types. 

Air Corps Reserve officers on ex- 
tended active duty during the year in- 
creased to a total of 197.

kane, Wash., and return, to determine 
the feasibility of moving Pursuit Units 
long distances by air during severe 
winter weather and to ascertain the 
suitability of existing equipment under 
such conditions. Extreme weather 
conditions were encountered and the 
personnel and equipment were exposed 
to a trying test. 


The Lighter-than-Air Division faces 
a serious shortage in commissioned of- 
ficer personnel, there being at the 
present time only about 25 officers ac- 
tually engaged in lighter-than-air op- 
erations, althrough there are within the 
Air Corps approximately 90 rated 
lighter-than-air officers. 


During the fiscal year 1930, the Air 
Corps made aerial photographs for the 
War Department and various Federal 
agencies, for mapping purposes, of ap- 
proximately 15,000 square miles, in 
various parts of the United States. 


During the Air Corps Field Exer- 
cises at Mather Field, California, 
April, 1930, a series of long distance 
aerial photographs were made. Some 
of these photographs, which were 
taken from 20,400 feet, over a point 
near Crater Lake in Oregom, show 
very distinctly Mount Rainier in Wash- 
ington, an air line distance of 270 
miles. This is believed to be the long- 
est distance from which photographs 
have ever been made. 
Also during the Field Exercises an 
aerial photograph was made of the 
city of Sacramento. The negative was 
developed in the airplane and dropped 
within 12 minutes to a waiting news- 
paper representative. The photograph 
was reproduced in the newspaper, 
which was on the streets within an 
hour. This is believed to be record 
time. 
During the past year, radio com- 
munication in aircraft has realized a 
material improvement. This has been 
due, in part, to the receipt of new and 
improved equipment. One hundred of 
a new aircraft receiver, type BC-152, 
were delivered during the year, and.an 
immediate improvement in radio com- 
munication was noted. This was par- 
ticularly true in Observation and Bom- 
bardment units. The new receiver is a 
great improvement over equipment 
heretofore furnished. Sufficient re- 
ceivers of this type will be delivered in 
the fiscal year 1930 to completely 
equip all Observation and Bombard- 
ment units. 

The use of teletype circuits for 
transmission of weather information, 
was further extended during the year. 
Bolling Field, Phillips Field at Aber- 
deen Proving Ground, and Mitchel 
Field, were included in the long line 
teletype circuit, which was installed 
by the Aeronautics Branch of the De- 
partment of Commerce, between At- 
lanta, Ga., and Boston, Mass. Simi- 
larly, Wright Field was provided with 
teletype service on the lone line from 
Cleveland to St. Louis. It is now pos- 
sible to obtain weather reports on this 
line from every reporting station every 
30 minutes of the 24 hours of the day.

During the Air Corps Field Exer- 
cises which were held at Mather 
Field, Calif., in April, 1930, aircraft 
radio communication reached a new 
high level of performance.

One 
Pursuit organization continually em- 
ployed radio telegraph in its tactical 
work, and became so proficient in this 
kind of communication that new 
methods of control and coordination 
with other units, as well as new tac- 
tics, were foreseen.

AT the request of Governor Henry 
H. Horton, of Tennessee, the 
Chief of the Militia Bureau, Maj.

Marine Corps officers, one foreign of- 
ficer, and 11 officers from other arms 
or branches of the Army. Applica- 
tions from all branches of the Army 
for the next course have continued to 
increase and have been more numerous 
than the school facilities will accommo- 
date in the present location. 


The preparation of new texts cov- 
ering subjects incident to tactical in- 
struction, has progressed as fast as 
possible under the supervision of the 
school staff. Modern concepts of Air 
tactics, new developments in equip- 
ment, and other influences have neces- 
sitated changes and elaboration of old 
texts in line with the desire of the 
faculty to present only sound tactical 
doctrines to the students. 

Air Corps Engineering School—The 
number of Air Corps officers with 
advanced aeronautical engineering 
knowledge was increased by 11 in the 
successful conclusion of the 1929-30 
course at the Air Corps Engineering 
School, Wright Field, Dayton, Ohio. 

The course was unaltered, and al- 
though students must undergo a rig- 
orous and intensive period of instruc- 
tion in its present form, the course in- 
sures a sound basic understanding of 
the essentials in aviation engineering. 
The school has been handicapped to 
a slight extent by the scarcity of high- 
ly trained and specialized engineers in 
the Materiel Division. 


In the post, students were greatly 
benefited by instruction received from 
these experienced and capable engin- 
eers, but the needs of the aeronautical 
industry for their services has caused 
the Air Corps to experience great dif- 
ficulty in securing and retaining en- 
gineers of this type. Plans were com- 
pleted during the year which will per- 
mit the assignment of 16 officers to 
the course. Graduates have been and 
will continue to be assigned to the Ma- 
teriel Division to argument the en- 
gineering staff of that organization 


Thanksgiving Pardons 
OLLOWING the practice of the 
War Department for many years, - 
to release on Thanksgiving Day a 
limited number of military prisoners 
whose conduct is excellent and who 
have served material portions of their 
sentences, there have been selected for 
release this year, five prisoners. Com- 
munications authorizing the release of 
these prisoners on Thanksgiving Day, 
Nov. 27, have recently been sent out 
from the Department.

‘The re- 
mainder, or 1,559 officers, have either 
become physically disqualified for fly- 
ing or have gone on record as not de 
siring to do further flying duty. 

The qualification standard of the 
Air Corps Reserves has been consider- 
ably increased in the past year by the 
revision of regulations to assure that 
all new appointees in the combat group 
are competent pilots. Many of the 
non-active reserves have been trans- 
ferred to the non-assignment group, 
while some of these vacancies have 
been filled by officers who have been 
required to conform to a higher stan- 
dard of professional ability. 

National Guard—The efficiency of 
the majority of National Guard Air 
Corps units has been materially in- 
creased in the past year. Federal 
recognition was extended to the 44th 
Division Aviation, after bringing the 
total number of these units to 19. The 
tactical efficiency of these’ units has 
not only been increased by the allot- 
ment of additional service type air-~ 
planes, but also by the procurement 
of modern type radio and photographie 
equipment. These units have now 
reached a stage in their training where 
it is possible for them to carry out all 
missions in connection with the train- 
ing of other branches of the National 
Guard including the towing of targets 
for anti-aircraft units. 

The amount of flying done by Air 
Corps National Guard units was ma- 
terially increased during the past year. 
A notable factor of this increased fly- 
ing was that it was done without a 
fatal accident throughout the year. 
The Reserve Officers’ Training 
Corps—For the fiscal year 1929 there 
were 108 appointments in the Air 








and to replace the engineers lost to 
the aviation industry. 

Inadequate housing and a shortage 
of bombardment airplanes were the 
most detrimental handicaps in the 
Air Corps Traning Center this year. 
The completion of Randolph Field will 
greatly ameliorate living conditions in 
the Air Corps Training Center, and it 
is anticipated that a sufficient num- 
ber of planes for all types of flying 
instruction will be made available as 
a result of purchases now in progress. 
‘Organized Reserves—Reserve train- 
ing was somewhat interfered with in 
the fiscal year 1930, due to the clause 
in the Army Appropriation Bill limit- 
ing this training to combat pilots. This 
restriction limited training to Group I 
pilots, while the equipment was better 
suited for the training of Group II 
pilots. 

There are at present about 3,675 
rated officers in the Air Corps Re- 
serve. A breakdown of the combat ef- 
ficiency of the above 3,675 rated ofi- 
cers follows: 

(1) Approximately 200 of the above 
number are qualified for immediate 
combat duty with tactical units of the 
Air Corps. This number comprises 
reserves who have had recent periods 
of extended active duty with Air Corps 
units and have had comprehensive tac- 
tical training. 

(2) Approximately 875 additional 
reserves are classified by Corps Area 
commanders as Group I pilots. These 
pilots are actually qualified to fly Ser- 
vice type airplanes, but cannot be con- 
sidered to be qualified for immediate

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Finance Report 
LLOWING is the annual report of 
the Chief of Finance, Maj. Gen. 

Roderick L. Carmichael, to the Sec- 
retary of War, for the fiscal year ended, 
June 30, 1930, as made public by the 
War Department in extract form: 

The prompt payment for supplies and 
services has continued to receive the 
special attention of this department and 
as a result the number of unpaid bills 
on hand throughout the Army that 
were more than 30 days old at the close 
of the fiscal year totalled only 120, 100 
less than those on hand at the close of 
previous year. These bills could not 
be paid by reason of unsettled ques- 
tions with respect to the receipt or 
quality of the supplies or the shortage 
of supporting papers required by the 
accounting official of the General Ac- 
counting Office. 

While the large sum of $374,268.43 
was saved to the War Department dur- 
ing the past year through discounts 
allowed for prompt payment of bills, 
bringing the total saved from this 
source during the past ten years up to 
$3,111,203.93, it is believed that a far 
greater amount of savings resulted 
from placing the War Department on 
practically a “cash basis” in meeting 
its obligations. It is believed that with 
the assurance of the immediate pay- 
ment of their accounts many merchants 
fail to offer discounts for prompt pay- 
ment but instead consider the War De- 
partment a preferred customer and in 
order to get its business, reduce their 
prices accordingly in submitting their 
bids for furnishing supplies or services. 
The savings to the War Department 
thus resulting from lower prices can- 
not be tabulated but it is thought to 
far exceed that shown above as having 
accrued from discounts taken. 

Uniform Retirement Date——The act 
of Apr. 23, 1930, provides for a uniform 
retirement date for authorized retire- 
ment of Federal personnel of whatever 
class, civil, military, naval, judicial, 
legislative, or otherwise, retirement to 
be effective on the first day of the 
month following the month in which 
said retirement would otherwise be ef- 
fective. This is effective July 1, 
1930; all laws or parts of laws in so 
far as in conflict herewith are repealed. 

Retirement of Nurses—The act o 
June 20, 1930, grants retirement to 
nurses for disability incurred in line of 
duty, with pay of 75 per cent of that 
drawn by them onthe date of their 
transfer to the retired list. By deci- 
sion of Aug. 20, 1930, the Comptroller 
General held that pay drawn by them 
on the date of their transfer to the 
retired list did not include the money 
allowance given nurses while perform- 
ing duty as superintendent, assistant 
superintendent or director of nurses or 
as chief nurses. 

Rank of the President’s Army Phy- 
sician.—The Army officer detailed as 
physician to the President was granted 
the rank, pay and allowances of a col- 
onel of the Army while on such duty, 
by the act of Apr. 4, 1930.

The only camp conducted during the 
fiscal year 1930, at which a group of 
Finance Reserve Officers was trained 
was in the First Corps Area at Camp 
Devens. Officers of both the branch 
assignment and territorial assignment 
groups were trained at this camp. The 
training program consisted of class- 
room work covering the technical du- 
ties of the finance department and reg- 
ular military training such as close or- 
der drill, marching, manual of the saber 
and salute, care of pistol, nomeclature 
of same and safety precautions, manual 
of pistol, pistol practice on range, cal- 
isthenics and practice in command by 
reserve officers. 

The training given at this camp was 
very satisfactory as shown in numer- 
ous letters and other reports of reserve 
officers who attended same. It is hoped 
in the future to initiate similar train- 
ing in other Corps Areas for those re- 
serve officers of the Finance Depart- 
ment who can avail themselves of same. 
There are always those reserve officers 
who cannot leave their private interests 
at the time of training at a camp and 
for those a special course has been 
inaugurated by the Chief of Finance to 
be given in regular finance offices where 
the reserve officer may be called to 
active duty. This special course is in 
the form of a quiz-compend and con- 
sists of questions covering every phase 
of finance duties. The reserve officer 
is, while on duty, assigned to every 
desk performing different kind of work 
in the finance office and at the end of 
each day the reserve officer is re- 
quired to answer five questions con- 
cerning the desk to which assigned 
during the day. These questions are 
selected by the finance officer of the 
office in which the training is being 
given. 

The above method of training stand- 
ardizes the instruction to be given and 
insures regular training procedure in 
each office. The results obtained to 
date under this method indicate a vast 
improvement in training of reserve of- 
ficers of the Finance Department. 

In addition to active duty training 
reserve officers of the Finance Depart- 
ment have the opportunity of under- 
goi inactive ‘training through the 
medium of correspondence courses and 
conference courses conducted at cer- 
tain centers.
